5 New Measures 
To Be Considered, 
Rep. Albert Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s legislative pro­ 
gram is expanding like a batch 
of yeasty bread dough in a 
warm kitchen. 


Until Tuesday, about all that 
had been mentioned in the way 
of priority legislation were two 
big bills the President did not 
get last year — medical care for 
the aged under Social Security 
and the Appalachia bill to pump 
federal aid into the depressed 
11-state mountain region.

House 
Democratic 
Leader Carl Albert talked to 
reporters in his Capitol office 
and said these measures also 
are being considered as next in 
line after those two: 
— Expanded Social Security 
benefits for all present recipi­ 
ents. 
— • A new life for the area 
redevelopment program, aimed 
at jacking up the economies of 
high-unemployment areas. This 
proposal fell by the wayside in 
the last Congress. 
— An immigration bill revis­ 
ing the old quota system. 
- - A program for increased 
and liberalized unemployment 
compensation. 
—• And perhaps a general aid 
to education bill below the col­ 
lege level, a program that in the 
past has always foundered on 
the shoals of the religious school 
question. 
As to the last, Albert said 
'‘Well, I’m sure that will be con­ 
sidered/"

Albert emphasized that none 
of these things was discussed 
in detail at the White House, but 
only in the most general way.

A conscientious majority of City Council 
has indicated it will enact the legislation 
to continue the municipal income tax be­ 
yond its expiration date Dec. 31, assur­ 
ing adequate local governmental services 
for the foreseeable future. 
The action Monday night did a lot to 
dispel the clouds that had hung over the 
city’s financial outlook. Barring unexpect­ 
ed shifts in position, the public can ex­ 
pect final action to continue the tax will 
have been taken by mid-December. 
Although they realize that the city's op­ 
erations rely to a large extent on the 
money the tax produces, it is not easy 
for an elected public official to vote for 
a measure that he knows might cause 
him trouble in the next campaign. 
That’s why particular credit as consci­ 
entious councilmen is due the members 
who supported the tax measure — Donald 
Hancock, Robert W. Sample, Donald E. 
Smith. Jam es Cunningham and Norman 
Bucher. 
Mr. Bucher opposed immediate enact­ 
ment of the tax, explaining he f e e l s it 
should be given three readings in order 
to allow the public to express opinions 
pro and con. But he hastened to add he 
favors continuing the tax.

New Men—New Idea! 


William L. Ryan, one of a few ac­ 
credited experts on Russian internal af­ 
fairs, is pointing to the importance of 
young leadership in Soviet affairs. 
Personnel changes in the Kremlin, sur­ 
mises a Ryan report for the Associated 
Press, presage a liberalization of Russian 
policy. Older men are moving on and out, 
and their places are being filled by a 
new generation. 
The new generation came to maturity 
during the industrialization of Russia, not 
during the political upheavals that de­ 
stroyed the monardhy and forced a back­ 
ward society to adopt an idology con­ 
ceived by Karl Marx after being shocked 
bv the early crudities of the European 
factory wage system. 
Members of the new generation are 
steeped in technical knowledge. They are

It has been their job to make things work, 
not to theorize about the comparative 
merits of ideas. 
And thus it has come about that their 
rising influence now is pitted against the 
warning influence of one-time revolution­ 
aries; that they are catalogued as modern- 
day “revolutionaries” in opposition to the 
old-time 
revolutionaries; 
i e , 
Russian 
‘‘conservatives.” 
“The younger men seem impatient to 
remove some of the restraints on Soviet 
economic development, even to the point 
of experimenting with capitalist methods,” 
observes Ryan. In short, if it works it is 
worth trying, lf it doesn’t, it Is obsolete, 
no m atter how dear it may be to those 
who were its sponsors when it was novel 
and untried

Except those who work pro­ 
fessionally for justice, few have 
been in the courts so frequently, 
in so sort a time, as has Jam es 
Riddle Hoffa. 
O n 
t h e 
morning 
of 
Dec.

Victor Riesel 
to plead orally before the U.S. 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
for a reversal of the eight year 
term received for tampering 
with a Federal jury. 
However, even if he loses this 
appeal and the Supreme Court 
refuses to review the decision, 
he will not automatically lose 
the powerful presidency of the 
Teamsters Brotherhood. Tamp­ 
ering with a jury—or, as the 
sentencing judge Frank Wilson 
said, "tampering with the soul 
of a nation”—is not one of the 
crimes which make one ineligi­ 
ble to hold high union office. 
So it will take more than the 
clanging of a prison cell door 
to convince Jim Hoffa to sur­ 
render that office. He does not 
play—or rather right—that way. 
That’s apparent from corrobor­ 
ated reports that he has been 
wooing local leaders throughout 
the country. He has urged them 
to back his drive for retention 
of the $75.000-a-year presidency. 


IF HE S IMPRISONED next 
spring, there will be a special 
convention called to select a 
successor—but Hoffa plans to 
run, even from behind prison 
bars. He ll have his spokesmen. 
Now he's building a bloc of 
potential delegates to back them 
up 
He will not be without power 
as long as he is technically 
president of the sprawling 1.5 
million-member union. He can 
hire organizers. 
He can fire 
regional chiefs. He can approve 
expenses or veto them. 
The relatively new Teamsters 
constitution gives him vast pow­ 
ers until he is removed—by the 
convention—and even then, this 
steel - nerved infighter can go 
into the courts to stay any 
action. 
So long as there is the slight­ 
est chance that he may retain 
power, the majority of the In­ 
ternational Executive Board will

hesitate to move against him. 
His hope then is in building a 
fire behind them by rallying 
the second and third echelon 
officials — the union’s middle 
management as well as its rank 
and file. 
But their admiration for his 
“guts” is tempered by t h e

THE TEAMSTERS leadership 
and rank and file want to get 
off the spot, out of the lime­ 
light and into the mainstream. 
Collectively they are weary of 
being the driver of a huge truck 
on a long highway with the 
state trooper’s squad car al­ 
ways on their taillight. 
It’s significant, for example, 
that in the Midwest these days 
many of them talk of the recent 
federal pardon received by Jack 
Jorgensen, head of Joint Coun­ 
cil 32, in Minneapolis. He was 
pardoned last Oct. 16 and now 
has no “ sheet,” or official rec­ 
ord, of a conviction, though he 
was convicted of extortion un­ 
der the Taft-Hartley law some 
time ago.

English trifle is a confection, according 
to a formal definition It also is a left­ 
over. 
All it is. actually, is a piece of sponge 
cake with 
whipped cream or 
custard 
spooned over it. If it’s done up with a 
flourish, the sponge cake first has been 
juiced up with a dash of wine or spirits. 
This is com parable to soaking stale bread 
in beer and serving it with mayonnaise. 
The net effect is trifling — too insig­ 
nificant to be worth noticing. The English, 
themselves, gave it that name. 
They 
don’t know where the word “trifle” cam e 
from originally but they are agreed on 
what it means presently — something 
foolish and insignificant like trifle. 
The meaning is precise as far as the 
item is concerned. Trifle is 
something 
without significance. 
Though it has no counterpart in the 
United States, it has many equivalents — 
things with no significance that bob up 
on the table only because they fill up 
the gaps in a meal. 
How else could those ridiculous pack­ 
ages of crackers that restaurants serve 
with soup be classified?

And boiled greens, apple sauce, cottage 
cheese, apple rings, pineapple rings and 
those sad little wedges of tired 
bread 
smeared with bland unguents that 
are 
passed around at cocktail parties’’ 
What other name fits carrots, celery, 
watermelon rind pickles, broccoli, baked 
squash, ladyfingers, paper panties 
on 
lamb chops, whipped cream on pumpkin 
pie and those little cookies they pass out 
with the ice cream at banquets? 


THESE ARE our trifles and may we be 
forgiven for the way we inflict them on 
one and all. 
Hominy grits, 
mixed 
salad, 
pepper 
rings, boiled beets, plastic fluff on ice 
cream sundaes, stale nuts sprinkled on 
ice cream dishes, silver BBS sprinkled on 
Christmas cookies . . . 
These are trifles, too. V S. style and 
the less said about them the better. 
All the English did. after all. was to 
invent a way to get rid of stale cake 
Not that it ever was fresh. They learned

war so much that they will be 
hesitant ever to use such dev­ 
astating weap- 
o n s,

United States 
g o v eminent ( 
and the gov-^ 
ernments of its 
allies in West­ 
ern 
Europe 
n e vertheless 
a r e t oday 
d e e p l y en­ 
grossed in the David Lawrence 
problem of how to handle a nu­ 
clear war. 
The principal question at issue 
Is who shall pull the trigger 
in reprisal if an attack comes. 
Up to now, it has been assumed 
that the president of the United 
States would have the veto. Now 
it looks as if there never will 
be an effective Western alliance 
under any such conditions and 
that the European governments 
will insist on an equal voice. 
The question emerges because 
of the possible power of what 
is called a “multilateral force.” 
It would consist of a fleet of 
25 surface ships, each of which 
would carry eight Polaris nu­ 
clear-tipped 
missiles. 
These 
missiles are the same as those 
aboard Polaris submarines of 
the United States navy and have 
a war head of one megaton, 
which is equal to a million tons 
of TNT. These 
weapons 
are 
capable of destroying the 140 
main cities of Russia. 


UP TO NOW the world has 
been given the impression that 
most of the nuclear power would 
be exerted through missiles from 
bases either in this country or 
on the European continent 
Apparently the idea of firing 
nuclear weapons from the ocean 
is considered very effective be­ 
cause it would be difficult for 
enemy submarines or aircraft to 
distinguish the surface s h i p s 
from the thousands of o t h e r 
merchant vessels traveling the 
high seas. 
The theory is that, while Rus­ 
sia might make a surprise at­ 
tack on the land bases and at 
the same time destroy a sub­ 
stantial part of the areas heav­ 
ily populated by the Western 
peoples, it would be possible for 
ships at sea equipped with nu­ 
clear-tipped missiles to survive 
and. by retaliating immediately. 
to lay waste a vast area of 
the enemy country. 
It’s obvious, of course, that 
if any such retaliatory power 
can be exerted, the mere posses­ 
sion of such weapons would be 
a deterrent. 
The whole problem has many 
perplexing aspects from a prac­ 
tical standpoint. The firing of 
the missiles from the surface 
ships would be controlled bv a 
multilateral group of Allied of­ 


ficials, not on board any of the 
ships. 


THESE WOULD represent the 
various countries which provide 
the crews, and the o f f i c e r s 
would take orders from the de­ 
cision-making group. As of now, 
the countries participating in the 
preliminary experiments are the 
United States, West Germany, 
Britain, Italy, Holland, Greece, 
Turkey and, to a lesser extent 
Belgium. The exact control for­ 
mula has not been worked out 
but will be the subject of in­ 
tensive negotiations in the com­ 
ing weeks. 
The British prime minister is 
expected to discuss this subject 
with President Johnson in early 
December. One 
proposal 
has 
been made that a majority of 
the group should order the fleet 
into action. Another p l a n is 
based on the principle of unam 
mity. 
The United States heretofore 
has insisted that it must retain 
a veto power over the weapons. 
Now there are reports that the 
United States might relinquish 
the veto at some future time 
It has been suggested, for in 
stance, that wars of a purely 
European nature might a r i s e 
and the United Sates might wish 
to remain aloof. What bothers 
Russia at the moment is the 
possibility that West Germany 
might have a considerable voice 
in such a multilateral force be 
cause the United States 
and 
West Germany are scheduled lr 
pay 40 per cent each of the cost 


THE PRESSURE in Western 
Europe to persuade the United 
States to relinquish its v e t o 
power — something which, if 
ever agreed upon, would have 
to be authorized by Congress — 
has been building up steadily 
West Germany might some 
day decide to go its own way, 
as France has done under Gen 
de Gaulle. Great Britain’s skill 
ful negotiators are trying to 
compose 
the 
differences, and 
they are suggesting that per 
haps the multilateral nuclear 
force can be made part of a 
larger Allied nuclear command 
which would consist of British 
V-bombers and other Allied nu 
clear planes, as well as British 
Polaris submarines. 
The secretary-general of the 
North Atlantic tre a ty Organiza 
tion has just declared at P arn 
that NATO must have full mill 
tary and political control over 
the Allied multilateral nuclear 
force, and that this must be in 
corporated in the alliance 
So it does look as if no one 
man in the Western Alliance 
finally is going to decide who 
uses nuclear weapons. If the 
United States doesn’t delegate 
some authority to NATO, as 
was recommended during the 
campaign by Sen. Goldwater, 
the likelihood is that each of 
the larger nations in Europe wiV 
develop its own nuclear force.

The heavens drop an abund 
a nee of material, but happiness 
at catching a beautiful crystal 
dissolves into frustration if the 
Hakes melts before the camera 
can record its lacy structure. 
Wilson A. (Snowflake! Bent­ 
ley, the Vermont farmer w h o 
spent years photographing snow 
crystals, philosophized: “ Snow­ 
flakes that fall to the earth do 
not perish in vain. . if the se­ 
cret of their beauty is left be­ 
hind in microphotography.’’ 
Bentley, who died on a snowy 
December day 33 years ago in 
Jericho, Vermont, made some 
6.000 microphotographs of snow­ 
flakes.

Sgt. Rizzo Addresses Club 
Rotary Hears Discussion 
Of Traffic Mishap Causes 


Speeding with disregard to 
road conditions is the leading 
cause of traffic accidents in Co­ 
lumbiana County, Sgt. Ralph J. 
Rizzo, commanding officer of 
the State Highway Patrol post 
at Lisbon, told the Rotary Club 
Tuesday. 
Ranking close behind in cause 
are driving left of center and 
failure to yield the right-of-way, 
Rizzo said in addressing th e 
club at the Travelers Hotel on 
highway safety 
“The primary cause of acci­ 
dents in the county is speeding 
in excess of road conditions, 
when the driver is going too 
fast for either the type of road, 
amount of traffic or weather 
conditions. 
No 
chronological 
speed figure is established, but 
40 per cent of the accidents here 
involve only one car,” the of­ 
ficer related. 
“Drivers should take into ac­ 
count the hilly terrain and two- 
lane roads in the county. Eight 
of every IO drivers involved in 
an accident here are from this 
county.” 
When left of center is estab­ 
lished as the cause of an acci­ 
dent, it usually means the car 
drifted over the middle line on 
curve or the driver became 
careless. 
Some drivers travel the same 
route every day and form bad 
habits, like coming to a “rolling 
or sliding stop” at a stop sign. 
Eventually, they are involved 
n an accident for failure to 
yield the right-of-way, Rizzo ex­ 
plained. 
The 37-year-old officer pointed 
out the task of his post is to at­ 
tempt to eliminate or reduce 
traffic accidents, but duties of 
the patrol range from invest! 


porting violations of the Public 
Utilities Commission laws. 
Investigating 
accidents 
on 
highways and patrol duty keep 
the Lisbon staff busier than any­ 
thing else. 
Rizzo said the traffic accident 
rate in the county this year is 
exceeding last year’s p a c e . 
There have been 921 accidents 
this year, with a month and a 
half remaining, compared with 
896 during all of 1963. The coun­ 
ty listed 28 fatalities last year 
and shows IS this year to date. 
Nationally, there were 43,400 
killed on highways in 1963 and 
the economic loss was m o r e 
than $7 b i l l i o n , Rizzo point­ 
ed out. 
Because of limited manpow­ 
er, the patrol attempts selec­ 
tive enforcement, or assigning 
officers to patrol high accident 
rate zones. Statewide, there are 
875 h i g h w a y patrolmen and 
nearly 5 million automobiles, he 
said. 
“We have set up our radar 
equipment on the Wellsville-East 
Liverpool super road and caught 
drivers doing 80 and 90 miles 
an hour, even though we use 
marked patrol cars and there 
are signs saying radar ahead. 
shudder to think what they 
do when we are not there on 
patrol duty. 
“The towns really buzz when 
we operate our radar equip­ 
ment. The day we come down 
here and make no arrests will 
be a good day, as this will mean 
drivers are becoming safety - 
conscious.”

heavy shift of population from 
the city of Cleveland to suburb­ 
an areas in the past 15 years is 
perhaps the greatest cause of 


tax problems faced bv the city 
and some of the suburbs.

Bringing Up A Family 


By DR. G A R R Y M Y E R S 


Self •Defense Essential In Some Cases 


Frequently a mother writes of 
the boy from six to ten who is 
intimidated or "beaten up" by 
boys a year or more o l d e r 
(none of those 
letters 
a r e 
about 
girls i. 
I For example. 
I a mother writ­ 
es of her boy, 
six years old, 
as 
follows: 
" A w h i l e 
back you solv­ 
ed a problem 
I had with my Dr. Garry Myers 
daughter. Your advice was just 
perfect I would like your opin­ 
ion now on a problem I have 
with mv son six years old He is 
a small and thin child. All his 
friends are older than he — they 
are seven and eight years old 
These boys all have the advan­ 
tage over him. They seem to 
pick on him because they know 
he will not try to fight them 
"He is afraid of them because 
they can heat him up I have 
always tried to teach my son to 
try to defend himself the best 
he ran without fighting dirty. 
And the older he got the more 
he would be able to protect 
himself. Dr Myers, it hurts me 
when Bob tells me that he was 
beat up, but I do not interfere 
and just tell him not to play 
with them. But he is always 
hack playing with them because 
he has no one his own age to 
play with. 


“ HOWEVER, today my g i r l 
friend shocked me 
Her * o n. 
who is eight years old. had a 
fight with a boy of nine. They 
are built about the same My 
girl friend was wild and told 
her son not to come home to 
her and cry, that since the other 
boy was older he has to protect 
himself the best he can; she 
didn t care how — by biting, 
kicking, pulling hair, etc., as 
long as he got hack at the other 
child She even got on the floor 
and showed her son how to use 
these tactics in the same posi­ 
tion her son was in. Do you 
think it is right for us to tell 
our son that he has to protect 
himself no matter how it is 
done?" 
Mv reply in part: The advice 
your "girl friend" gave her son 
might be good if it were limited 


to a situation in which her son 
was physically attacked without 
provocation by the other b o y 
older than himself 
However, 
the chances are that her s o n 
would believe he could properly 
pick 
a fight with 
an 
older, 
stronger bov and then depend 
on tooth and claw protection if 
he did. 


YOUR BOY’S main problem 
is that he has had "no one his 
own age to play with " Y o u 
parents should help him find 
some boys his age He might be 
able to find some among his 
classmates, lf he insists on play­ 
ing with those older boys he 
will have to face the consequen­ 
ces 
You might help him by point­ 
ing out to him that he would do 
well to observe the rules they 
require of him and not press 
himself into their aetivit i e s 
against their objections; t h a t 
he should avoid sa\ mg u g l y 
things to them, or do anything 
provocative. In other words, he 
will be wise to accept their dom­ 
inance as long as he is among 
them. 
When some of these o l d e r 
boys are welcomed in y o u r 
home you might win their good 
graces and guide your son to 
grow more acceptable to them. 
A factor overlooked by most, 
parents of the child who often 
is beaten up by older children 
is that, as this child is pressed 
to defend himself at any cost, 
he soon may become a pest 
among these older children, call­ 
ing them ugly names, throwing 
sticks and stones at them, or 
annoying them in all sorts of 
ways until they turn on h i m 
violently. 


INSTEAD of urging the child 
to defend himself against older, 
stronger children, he should be 
encouraged to accept their su­ 
perior physical prowess and try 
to win their acceptance through 
other talents of his Most of all 
this child needs to find a num­ 
ber of playmates of his o w n 
age and size with whom he can 
be expected to defend himself.

THINK of this as humdrum 
hunger. You are bored. Y o u 
haven't anything interesting or 
stim ulating 
to occupy 
y o u r 
mind, so you turn to food. You 
probably don’t say, ‘ I’m bored. 
I guess I’ll eat som ething.” But 
food is comforting and it does 
bring a temporary solace. But 
since eating at odd hours does 
nothing to solve the real prob­ 
lem , it is no solution. 


Surveys have shown 
t h a t 
three out of four overweights 
turn to food when bored and 
vaguely discontented. It’s easy 
to fall into the habit of eating 
jus* to be doing som ething. The 
insidious part is that humdrum 
hunger quickly turns into habit 
hunger. After a week or two of 
eating at a certain hour, y o u 
actually feel hungry at that spe­ 
cific time.

about that sandwich. 


SCIENTIFIC 
experim e n t s 
have shown that mild hunger 
contractions do not enter your 
conscious mind as pangs of hun­ 
ger if your attention is diverted. 
For exam ple: If you are at a 
fashion show and the hour rolls 
around to m ealtim e, you would­ 
n’t even think about food if you 
are absorbed in the fascinating 
clothes. It is a m atter of inter­ 
est. 


When life loses its zest, and 
boredom sets in, it is easy to 
grab whatever is near at hand 
to get a lift. Food is usually 
handy. 


W hat’s the solution? To go on 
a diet? No! 
D ecide to m ake 
your life more interesting, more 
m eaningful. Stir y o u r s e l f to 
m ake 
som e 
changes. 
Tackle 
som ething challenging. Replen­ 
ish your mind with interesting 
thoughts and ideas. Refuse to 
allow food to becom e a substi­ 
tute satisfaction.
